With  this  catalogue  we  are  pleased  to  present  the  collectors  a treat 
in  the  William  Belcher,  H.  C.  Ezekiel  and  other  collections  of  interest 
and  importance.  Mr.  Belcher’s  collection  includes  a long  line  of  anicent 
Greek  and  Roman  Silver  and  Bronze  Coins,  as  well  as  a remarkably 
fine  collection  of  several  hundred  choice  Foreign  Silver  Coins  of  Dollar 
or  Thaler  size.  The  Roman  pieces  include  many  of  interest  covering 
every  period  in  Latin  history  from  the  rise  to  the  fall.  The  foreign 
crowns  are  notable  for  fine  preservation  and  should  attract  many  bidders. 

The  collection  of  Mr.  Henry  Clay  Ezekiel,  of  Cincinnati,  contains  many 
pieces  of  interest  in  Greek,  Roman  and  Modern  Coins,  Store  and  War 
Cards  and  Numismatic  Books,  and  includes  the  remainder  of  his  formerly 
large  collection,  with  the  exception  of  his  noted  Cincinnati  group.  The  lots

On  the  25th  of  July,  after  a breach  had  been 
effected,  General  Hay  made  an  attack,  in  which  “the  Royals” 
conspicuously  distinguished  themselves,  but  whicIT  failed  owing 
to  the  defenses  round  the  breach  not  having  been  previously  de- 
stroyed. Again,  on  the  31st,  an  attack  was  made,  Lieutenant- 
General  Graham  having  received  orders  to  that  effect  from  Lord 
Wellington,  and  the  town  was  taken  by  storm.  This  success  led 
led  to  the  surrender  of  the  castle  on  the  9th  of  September.” 

Carter,  in  his  “Medals  of  the  British  Army,”  gives  a long  ac- 
count of  the  battle  (see  pages  125-29)  and  states  847  men  were 
killed  and  5,172  wounded  in  this  engagement,  among  them  one 
Lt.  General  and  two  major  generals.  The  regiments  stated  on 
page  129  to  have  been  engaged  include  the  1st,  4th,  9th,  38th, 
47th  and  59th  regiments.  On  page  126,  we  read,  “The  pickets  of 
the  4th,  Cacadores,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  of  the  13th. 
Portuguese  Regiment,  supported  by  three  companies  of  the  9th, 
with  a reserve  of  three  companies  of  the  Royals  formed  on  the 
right  to  attack  the  redoubt.”
